" A financial disturbance, largely ar- 


tificial and needlessly create J, is 'an 
object lesson,' and falsely attributed to 
the present silver law, in erder out of 
it to create a manifestation of public 
sentiment, under cover of which the 
greater crime of overthrowing the 
money of the Constitution and estab- 
lishing the single gold standard may 
be consummated 
As part of the same 


conspiracy the mints of India have 
been closed and the shock felt around 
the world. 


Congress has been called to meet in 


extra session August 7th. If at this 
session the money standard of the Con- 
stitution be overthrown and a single 
standard of gold esteblished, to be ex- 
tended over the world, an economic rev- 
olution will be inaugurated more disas- 
trous to the welfare of mankind, espe- 
cially to the producing and laboring 
classes, than any in the history of the 
world 


In view, therefore, of threatening con- 


ditions that have arisen, and in answer 
to numerous appeals for action, the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the American Bi- 
metallic League has deemed it proper 
to call a national convention at Chi- 
cago on August 1st. All members of 
the league are urged to attend, and all 
who favor maintaining the money of 
the Constitution and who are opposed 
to the establishment of a single gold 
standard in the United States, without 
regard to party, are invited to attend 
and participate in the deliberations 
of the convention All economic as- 
sociations and all industrial organiza- 
tions ure requested to send delegates 
to the convention A special invitation 
is extended to members of congress 
and state legislatures. Governors of 
states are requested to appoint as many 
delegates as they deem proper." 


It is understood that the convention 


will adjourn from Chicago to Washing- 
ton. 
Several congressmen are members 


of tho league and it will be more con- 
venient for them to attend at Washing- 
ton than in Chicago. President War- 
ner claims that a thorough poll of the 
silver forces in Congress establishes 
the fact that the Sherman law cannot 
be repealed without a satisfactory sub- 
stitute, something at least as good, if 
not better than that act.

A WAIL IMIOM 
WALL ST1U5ET. 


A c ireular issued by Harvey Fisk & 


Sons, the great bonddealers of New 
York, received in a closed envelope, is 
printed in the JOURNAL. It will be ob- 
served that Wall street excels in the 
" calamity howling " business. 
It at- 


tributes the present commercial de- 
pression to the silver act of 1890, de- 
mands its unconditional repeal, and 
perverts facts and resorts to misrep- 
resentation to make points against ib. 
It says we have made a mistake and it 
is the will of the people that this grave 
mistake should be corrected. 


It wants congress convened at once 


and appeals to everybody to demand the 
repeal of the law and prevent the 
sweeping away of far more wealth than 
waa involved in the civil war. 


As a natural consequence dealers in 


United States bonds are opposed to the 
remonotizatiou or coinage of silver. 
Instead of having more money coined 
they want bonds issued for gold. That 
would not increaae the amount of 
money in circulation and it therefore 
suits the men who have gold to sell 
and the men who deal in United States 
bonds. 


What do the people think of a policy 


that means an increase of the national 
bebt in time of profound peace with 
millions of dollars' worth of metal in 
the treasury that could under the 'law 
be coined into legal tender money ? 
Messrs. Fisk & Sons, dealers in United 
States bonds, mistake the temper of 
the people when they say it is their 
will that the act of 1890 be uncondi- 
tionally repealed that bonds may be 
issued for gold. 
There is not gold 


enough in the country to pay the inter- 
est, much less the principle of its debts 
and issuing bonds will not increase 
the value of gold. 
If the intrinsic 


value of the silver dollar is only 53 
cents, that is the result of hostile legis- 
lation. Open the mints to silver as 
well as gold and every silver dollar will 
be worth 100 cents. 
Tho government 
need not purchase an ounce of silver 
and the market value of the metal will 
at once equal its coinage value, money 
will become plentiful, the panic which 
Wall street is doing all in its power to 
bring about will be arrested and the 
country will enter upon an era of pros- 
pereity unsurpassed in its history. 


They Want the Sherman Law Repealed. 
Special to the JotrBHAJU.] 


NEW YOBK, July 6.—The business 


men of the metropolis met to-d*y and 
considered the financial and commer- 
cial situation by which they are sur- 
rounded. 


The occasion was the gathering of the 


chamber of commerce in response to a 
call issued by the leading members who 
therein declared that the present dis- 
turbed condition of the finances of the 
country calls lor the public expression 
of opinion by the business men as to 
the remedy to be applied for the res- 
toration of confidence. 


Vice President Orr presided. 
John 


Claflin spoke at length on the existing 
financial troubles and offered for adop- 
tion resolutions which recited that the 
country often suffered from ha&ty and 
ill-advised legislation and was now suj- 
fe«ing from the effects of the silver 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act. 
In consequence of the alarm money 
has been withdrawn from circulation, 
business depressed, mills and manu- 
factures preparing to close and thou- 
sands of laboring men about to be 
thrown out of employment; that busi- 
ness enterprises are not to be resumed 
or labor steadily employed until money 
could be obtained at moderate rates, 
and the ordinary interest rates could 
not be expected until confidence in the 
stability of all the money in tho coun- 
try is thoroughly established; that the 
repeal of the silver purchasing clause 
of the Sherman act was essential to the 
prompt restoration of national pros- 
parity and urging the speedy and un- 
conditional repeal of the clause. Fur- 
ther, that in the judgment of the 
chamber a representative commission 
should be appointed by congress at its 
special session to diligently study the 
coinage and 
currency laws of the 


United States and other countries and 
report at the regular session of con- 
gress to the end that a comprehensive 
plan for a safe and elastic currency 
may be carefully matured in the light 
of the world's experience. 


An amendment providing for a com- 


mittee of seven to go to Washington 
and work for the repeal of the Sher- 
man law was offered by Windmiller 
and a lengthy discussion followed, after 
which the resolutions and amendment 
were adopted, there - being but three 
nays. 


Waiting for the President. 


Special to the JoirKNAt.l 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—The Postmas- 


ter-General said to-day that until the 
president's return from Buzzard's Bay 
early in August, no further appoint- 
ments of presidential postmasters 
would be made. No consolidation of 
land districts is anticipated before the 
secretary of the Interior returns from 
his summer vacation. In consequence 
of the.contemplated consolidation, very 
few, if any, appointments of local land 
officers will be made at present. 


Sentenced to Death. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 6.—In the U. S. 


District Couru to-day Judge McKenna 
passed sentence of death on Henry St. 
Glair, the seamen who murdered Sec- 
ond Mate Fitzgerald of the bark Hes- 
per, near Tahiti last winter. Friday, 
October 6th, was set as the date for the 
execution. San Quentin will be the 
place. 


AT no period in our history has con- 


gress been confronted with such mo- 
mentous questions as the congress con- 
vened on the 7th day of August will 
have to meet.

GENERAL WABNEK'S OPINION.

said he knew nothing of any intention 
to introduce such a bilL 


It is now stated the silver men may 


play a part in the selection of the 
speaker of the next house. 
The an- 


nouncement that there is a possibility 
that Band may be placed as chairman 
of the committee on coinage, weights 
and measures has stirred them to re- 
newed effQrta. Stories of an attempted 
combination between the free silver ad- 
vocates and populists to place a candi- 
date for the Speakership in the field 
unless they have the assurance of 
Crisp that Bland will be retained at 
the head of the committee, are floating 
about, but are not generally conceded, 
for though it is openly paid by some 
that Bland will not be chairman of the 
committee, there are no facts that 
would warrant such an assertion. 
Crisp has not even intimated such a 
thing. Among the more conservative 
the impression is that Bland will lead 
the committee. 
This would not, how- 


ever, indicate that the entire commit- 
tee will remain. Crisp has made ab- 
solutely no pledges one way or the 
other.

CLEAN UP. 


Adam Dixon Shot and Instantly Killed 


by Fred Gray. 


About 2 o'clock on the afternoon of 


the Fourth, at Genoa, Adam Dixon, 
well known in Carson, was shot and in- 
stantly killed by Fred Gray, a young 
man also well known in this city. As 
near as we can learn the cause which 
led to the shooting was that young Gray 
accused Dixon of having madf some 
disrespectful remarks concerning his 
(Gray's) mother, and upon meeting 
Dixon in Hanson's saloon, openly de- 
clared fight. Dixon pushed him aside' 
saying that he did not want to have 
trouble with a boy, and went out and 
sat down in a chair on the front porch, 
where he fell asleep. While not ex- 
pecting any further trouble, the crowd 
in the saloon was statled by the report 
ot a pistol and Dixon fell forward dead. 
Gray had stepped up from behind and 
shot him throngh the top of his head, 
the bullet coming out on the left side 
of the face. Gray was immediately ar- 
rested and locked up. 


From parties who came down from 


Genoa last evening, we learn that pub- 
lic sentiment is decidedly against 
young Gray, the murderer of Dixon. 
The murder is pronounced by all as 
cold-blooded and cowardly in the ex- 
treme. While it is acknowledged that 
Dixon was a desperate man when com- 
pelled to defend himself, on this occa- 
sion he had given his word to Hansen, 
at whose place he was killed, that he 
would avoid trouble during the day, 
and was quietly sitting on the porch 
engaged in cutting tobacco to make a 
cigarette, when Gray sneaked up from 
behind and fired a bullet through his 
brain. Had Dixon not given his word 
to Hansen that he would avoid trouble, 
the killing would not have taken place, 
as he would undoubtedly have ended 
the matter when Gray first began abus- 
ing him in the saloon. 


The body of the murdered man was 


brought in from Genoa yesterday after- 
noon and taken to Empire, where a 
brother of the deceased resides, for 
burial.—Tri bune. 


BREVITIES. 


Cop- 
Keep a Plentiful Supply of Lime, 


perils and Potash on Hand. 


The sanitary condition of the house- 


hold is a subject on which one should 
never tire of expatiating. At this time 
more than usual care needs to be exer- 
cised, for as the warm days come the 
disease germs propogate with great 
rapidity and before long will get the 
upper hand of the careless housekeeper. 
Look to the cellar, see that there are 
no vegetables or fruit in a half decayed 
state; clear out odds and ends of all 
sorts, sweep, scrape, scub, if necessary, 
brush out, dust all ashes from the 
heater that have accumulated during 
the winter and hang around on cob- 
webs, for they are nurseries of disease. 
Dark spots on the wall should be 
cleaned off and whitewashed. 


Keep a can of potash on the shelf 


over the kitchen sink, drop a few crys- 
tals into the sink and the water will 
dissolve it and run away through the 
pipes; watch all damp corners; if the 
walls are watersoaked and papei- falls 
off, leaving a colony of well-developed 
fungus growths in various shades of 
blue and black, scrape the walls, get a 
little Portland cement, mix it with 
water and put it on with a whitewash 
brush. Work rapidly, mixing a small 
quantity at a time, and this, will not 
only give the walls a hard finish but 
will make them as waterproof as a 
china cup. 


•Lime is a great purifier, and copperas 


wate c is invaluable for killing disease 
germs. 
Two or three pounds of cop- 


peras dissolved in a half barrel of 
water and used with a sprinkler around 
drains and low places where the water 
settles out of doors, may save a doc- 
tor's large bill or a break in the family 
circle. Pour a few pailsf ul of copperas 
water down the sink and through the 
pipes, deluge water-elosets with it and 
scatter it ia all places where there are 
bad odors.
